of the Harvest) the present scrics 
of articles on the Personality of 
Jesus Christ, and turn your thoughts 
thin morning to the problem of 
human pain. — 2 ; 

It is In its full intensity a modern 
problem, for there is to-day a sen- 
sitivencas to it which in past ages 
was unknown, But why do wo 
dwell on it more than men seem to 
hnve done in earlier: ages? 

The author of “Tho Afterglow of 
God" suggests that it springs from 
cour new power of escaping It. Tho 
fact that wo can cheat it now, has 
the effect of calling attention to it. 
Denth is inevitable, yet wo seldom 
think of it, But if someone came 
und told us the sceret, of excape, tho 
fnet of death would Icap into pro- 
minenee, So “with pain, > Men 
thonght that it was: inevitable, one 
had to heay it and that was all. 
Now we are told that it fy not in- 
evitable,—thnt it can be avolded— 
{hat it fs‘our duty not to suffer. 


Another reason for the pressure 


‘of the problem ix our new sense 0 


the solidarity of life. We hove 
lenrned our kinahip with all crea- 
tlon,—the close tie that links all 
living things into unity. Pain is 
universal In. the world; wherever 
there is life there is suffering. 


Pain Has Big Place 


The third reason is not acientific 
but- theological. —-It-is-the- discovery 
we have made in these days of the 
full humanity of Christ. In earlier 
day doctrine dealt with ain, 1t was 
through gin it reached the love of 
God, But from the moment when 
out of the mist of ayes there step: 
ped the figure of the Man Christ 
Jesus, m that moment thero flashed 
upon the world the recognition of 
the fnet of pain. He was’ so in- 
finitely sensitive to it. It was His 
passion to cure it whenever ho met 
with it, It was to him a terrible 
reality. . ; ; a 

Men are not deeply interested in

they look at the world through his 
eyes, they are confronted at once 
with this tremendous problem. 

Pain lings a tremendous place in 
our being. Our capacity for it in 
greater than our capacity for joy. 
You experience a great joy,—but 
how long docs it last? It dics, as 
Shakespeare says, in its own too 
much, yet pain. may continue with 
4 man for years. 

It lies at the root of life, and 
growth. It-is not through ite pleas 
puros, but through {ta pains that 
the world is raised to higher levels. 
It ig through suffering we wore 
born, and through It wa aro fed. 
It is through agony that wo won our 
poetry; through blood wo won our 
freedom. Pain may be a curse— 
but {t fa also a power, -Wo owo our 
laws to it, and all our art, . our 
immortal books, and our salvation.
